Another type of warehouse 


The Tenth Street store, the third 
outlet, is also a warehouse, for every 
thing but laundry supplies Here sales 
are a somewhat minor function. Sales 
space is only a third of the 1,600 
square feet used Space at Fenth is 
also provided for um laimed garment 
storage and for filing old invoices and 
sales stubs. Because the salesgirl at 
Fenth has considerable clerical work 
as will be explained later, she does 
not mark or assemble cleaning Halt 
her time is charged to office salaries 

The Harrison Street store, the fourth 
branch, is a downtown location for 
Scotch Cleaners and Laundry, The 
saleslady at Harrison also does clerical 
work, but all her time is charged to 
sale Is because the store super 
visor spends three hours daily behind 
the Harrison counter to he Ip out dur 
ing rush hours. It is simpler bookkeep 
ing to charge off one person’s full time 
to sales than to split the time of two 
people 


Supervisor's office helps costs 


An office for the store supervisor is 
included in the 1,300 square feet at 
the Harrison branch. Justification of 
invoices and receipts begins here, then 
they pass on to two other stores
